for Feeble-minded Children was held In this
elty, when the statistics submitted were pub-
lished in these columns, We have to-day re-
celved the complete report, which has maony
interesting paragraphs, and from which we take

a few:—

When it 18 considered thav there s no [msluon in
iife, however distinguilshed; no family cirole, how-
ever carefully observant of all sanitary laws—that
¢an be exempt from the possible misfortune of hav.
ing a feeble-minded child to cast a gloom upon 1t;

becile In every thousand ; and that, besldes the con-
stant distress whieh thelr presence must occasion, it
{8 imponsible to rear them advantageously in the
aocler of those with vigorous intelleets—the neces-
aiLy ofy an insttution for the exclusive care and
training of this unfortanate e of mind mnst be
apparent to every humane and thinking person.
'I’;mt all the children recelved into the wards of this
establishment are rendered much more comfortable
than they could be at thelr respective homes, and
that e numbers of them are 8o far improved asto
be enabled to earn alivelihood, the experience of
the past eighteen years abundantly attesta,

It would be not simply an interesting Lut a valua-
ple fact to know the number of lmbeciles in our
State. Approximate estimates have been made, glv-
ing one to every thousand of pulation: the census
0! Pennsylvauia recently made shows 8,500,000 in-
nhabitants, of whom probably only 1600 will be re.
ported idiotic or feeble-minded. For obvious rea.
sons, the census returns of the Insane and ldiotic

717 are in familles of ample
ability to furnish support, 604 are in familles able
and wilipg to pay half-support. 1619 are in poor
families, unable o pay for aupport away from home,
vet unwilling to relleve themselves of & painful
barden by castiog their children into almshouses
500 are In homes degraded by vice and intemper-.
apce, or are at public expense in ulmshouses.
